Claims 5, 6, and 9-11 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hillier et al (WashU-NCI EST Project). 
Hillier et al. disclose an amino acid sequence (SEQ accession no. AA779652) which is the same as amino acids 90-240 of SEQ 
ID NO: 1. Therefore, Hillier et al. anticipate the claimed invention. 


Claims 5, 6, and 9-1 1 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by HiUier (WashU-Merck EST Project). Hillier 
et al. disclose an amino acid sequence (SEQ accession no. AA447814) which is the same as amino acids 62-209 of SEQ ID 
NO: 1. Therefore, Hillier et al. anticipate the claimed invention. 


While appUcant traverses the fmdings in the Written Opinion, applicant did not point out any of the supposed errors or amend 
the claims. Therefore, the fmdings of the written opinion are maintained for reasons of record. 


Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 12-16 and 19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed sequences and the invention has industrial applicability in field of biotechnology.
